‘ular after Queen Victoria's husband 
Albert, who came from Germany, _ 


made a tree part of the celebrations © 


at Windsor Castle. In the United | 
States, the earliest known mention 
of a Christmas tree ‘is in the diary: 

_ of a German who settled in Penn- 

sylvania. 

The tradition of Christmas | 
trees in the U.S. can likely be traced 
to the German immigrants who 
came to Pennsylvania. Christmas 
trees have been sold commercially 
in the U.S. since 1850. 

Another great Christmas tra- 
dition, the hanging Christmas 
stockings by the fireplace, actually 
began with the original Saint 
Nicholas, a Fourth Century bishop 
of Myra in Asia Minor (present day 
Turkey). As one would expect, he 
was a man noted for his charity and 


good will and ‘he was particularly 
kind to children, often giving away 
treats and small gifts. 


_ According to legend, there was. 


a widower in Myra who had three 


_ daughters for whom he could not 


provide a dowry. The story goes 
that Saint Nicholas threw three 


bags of gold into the fireplace. 


chimney and the gold landed into 
the stockings drying by the fire.

Northern Michigan’ s Network-of Snowmobile Trails Opes for the Season

Time to dust off 
that sled, fire it up, 
and hit the trails! 


Michigan has a vast network of 
snowmobile trails, comprising — 
over 6,100 miles of mostly inter- 


connected “sled roads” that wind — 


through state and national forests, 
as well as private and public - 
lands. Here in northern Michi- 


- gan, where an abundance of snow 


provides excellent riding condi- 
tions all winter long, snowmobil-. 
ing draws thousands of ° 
enthusiasts away from the televi- 
sion and out into the scenic, win- 
ter-wonderland every weekend 


- from December through March. 


And while it’s a lot of fun, 
snowmobiling may also be a great 
way to stay mentally and physi- 
cally fit during the winter months. 
The Michigan Snowmobile Asso- 
ciation web site has a recent press. 
release which observes the aver- 


age person burns about 238 calo- | 


ries an hour maneuvering their 
sled down the trails. Getting out- 
doors is also a wonderful defense 
against Seasonal Affective Disor- 
der (SAD), a form of depression 
that can result from lack of expo-.

Though Michigan’s enormous ° 
network of snowmobile trails may 
appear seamless to the rider, they 
are actually individually main- 
tained on a local level.

Council members from each club 
volunteer to maintain approxi- 
mately 130 miles of trails cover- 
ing their area, stretching from _

over to Elmira, and south 
through Alba and Starvation Lake 
to just north of M-72. 

Don Massey, board member of 
the East Jordan Sno-mobiler’s, 
Inc., states, “The Jordan Valley 
Trails Council has been together 
for about 15 years. We have five 


groomers, and we share the main- 


tenance of the equipment and in- 


Trail permits are $35 this year. (up 
from $25 last season) and can ‘be 
obtained at most snowmobile ” 
dealers, at DNR operation service 
centers, or on-line at the Michi- — 
gan Snowmobile Association - 
(www. msa.snow.org).

North East Street 


Construction

BOYNE CITY — North East Street construction plans 
were presented to the city commission by the city manager 
and the city’s engineering and consulting firm. The commis- 
sioners approved of the direction the engineer laid out for 
them on December 8th. A public meeting was held for resi- 


_ dents prior to the presentation. The city will receive grant 


funding for the project from the state of Michigan. 

~ Larry Fox of the c2ae consulting firm told commissioners 
that he would like direction from them for the North East 
Street plans, beginning with the south portion from State 
Street to Vogel Street. That portion is in the design phase, 
while Vogel to Collins and Collins to Park Streets i is in the 
concept phase at this point. 

Parallel parking would be permitted on both sides of 
North East Street from State Street to North Street. Parking 
would be provided on the east side of the street for the re- 
mainder of the project, as well as sidewalks. 

A modified cross section would add a lane of parallel 
parking along the full length of the roadway north of North 
Street, as suggested at the public meeting. 

North of Vogel Street the parking would remain, but Fox 
said they would drop the sidewalk on both sides and have 
sidewalks only on one side. 

‘The only large tree that would come out is one that a resi- 
dent asked to have taken out because it buckled ihe existing 
sidewalk. . 

Construction is scheduled for early spring 2010.

it brings a question to mind. If he wasn’t 
born in late December, then when was he 
born? Are there any clues in scripture? 

No one knows the day when Jesus was 
actually born, but there are indications as 
to the time of year. We know from the ac- 
count of Luke's gospel that the shepherds 


" were watching their flocks at night. This 


means that the weather in Bethlehem was 
neither too cold nor too rainy. Many Bible 


scholars believe that this suggests late sum- 


mer or early fall (though some suggest the 
spring). Another factor pointing toward 
autumn is the life cycle of the sheep. They 
typically had their young in the fall and 
that would be a reason for the shepherds to 
be out in the fields with them. 

Another clue as to time of year comes 
again from Luke's gospel and it is the refer- 
ence to the Roman census. The census de- 
creed by Caesar Augustus played a critical 
role in the unfolding of events that very - 
first Christmas. 

The census was the reason that Joseph 
and his pregnant wife Mary left Nazareth in 
the north part of the country to make the 
arduous journey to Bethlehem 80 miles to 
the south just before Jesus was born. It had 
been prophesied centuries before (Micah 
5:2-5) that Bethlehem would be the birth- 
place of the Messiah. The census was the 
vehicle used for bringing Joseph and Mary 
to that city at just the right time. 

The census would almost certainly 
have been undertaken when the weather 
was conducive to traveling. 

_ Many in Israel were like Joseph and 
Mary and had to travel a long distance over 
mountainous roads to get to the city of 
their birth to register. The census almost 
certainly would have occurred after the 
spring rains. So we see once again a likely 
time frame for the birth of Jesus to be sum-

* THE ANGELS DID NOT SING | 


TO THE SHEPHERDS. 


Much as we love the old Christmas © 


standard, “Hark, the Herald Angels 
Sing” and the romantic idea of the an- 
gels appearing in the night sky as a 
heavenly choir, the plain vanilla truth - 


‘is that the angels who appeared didn't “ 


sing at all, but rather spoke their won- 
derful message to the shepherds: 

Note what it says in Luke 2:13-14: 
“Suddenly a great company of the 
heavenly host appeared with the angel, 
praising God and saying, Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace to 
men on whom his favor rests.” 

* THE INNKEEPER WAS NOT 


' BEING RUDE TO JOSEPH AND MARY. 


Whenever we see the Christmas 
story portrayed, the innkeeper is al- 
ways painted as a black-hearted villain. 
The poor guy has been hammered for 


his insensitivity for two millennia but, 


in truth, we've probably been.a bit too 
hard on the fellow. 

Consider this: Bethlehem was 
teeming with people when Joseph and 
Marty arrived, many of them visitors 
just like them who had arrived to en- 
roll in the Roman census. The inn of. 


_the First Century was not the kind of 


inn we envision in our minds. It did 


not offer individual rooms to lodgers 


with air conditioning and cable TV. In 
Bethlehem’s Holiday Inn, everyone 
stayed in a common area. It was 
crowded and it was smelly. It was not 
very sanitary and it was certainly not _ 
commodious to a woman about to give 
birth. | 

If there had been room at the inn 
for Joseph and Mary, the Son of God 
would have been born in these less- 
than-desirable conditions. God the Fa- 
ther did not allow this to happen. | 
Joseph and Mary were providéntially 
directed to the stable, where accommo- 
dations were much better. There was 
privacy for one thing. When Mary gave 
birth to Jesus, she was in the physical 
presence of only her husband. ‘The inti- 
macy of that timeless moment when 
God came into the world in human 
form was preserved. 

* THE MAGI DID NOT VISIT 
JOSEPH AND MARY AT THE STA- 
BLE THAT FIRST CHRISTMAS 
NIGHT. — 

This is another shocker for a lot of 


+. folks. Whenever we see a Nativity 


scene, it almost always includes the 


three Magi from the east, bearing their 


gifts of gold, frankincense and myrrh 
in the humble stable in the company of 
the shepherds and the animals. It's 
quaint and it's traditional -- but it isn't 
accurate. 


According to the gospel of 
Matthew, wise men (Magi) from the 
east came to worship him who was 
born King of the Jews because they had 
“seen his star” The wise men went first - 


‘to the palace of Herod in Jerusalem, 
figuring that the'young king would re- 


side there. When they learned that 


‘Messiah would be born in Bethlehem, 


they made the brief journey there from 
Jerusalem. 

Note what it says in Matt. 2:11: 
_ “And they came into the house and saw 


the young child with Mary his, mother; 


and they fell down and worshipped 
him; and opening their treasures they - 
offered unto him gifts, gold and frank- 
incense and myrrh.” By the time the 


Magi arrived in Bethlehem, Joseph and 


Mary were living in a house and Jesus 


_ was no longer an infant. He was now a 


young child. 

‘Here's something else interesting 
to note: there is never any mention of 
the number of wise men, though there 
was definitely more than three. Travel- 
ing from the east with valuable gifts 
was a dangerous thing to do in ancient 


- times. The wise men would no doubt 


have been part of a large caravan with. 
their own hired servants. 

* JESUS WAS NOT BORN IN THE 
DESIGNATED YEAR OF HIS BIRTH. 

Extra-biblical evidence points to. 
Jesus being born somewhere between 4 
and 7 B.C. For one thing, the census of | 
Caesar Augustus that Luke refers to 
was first announced in Rome in 8 B.C. 
In those days before modern commu- 


_nication, it may have taken a year or. ' 


more for the Roman census to actually 
have been completed in Israel. Another 
fascinating extra-biblical fact: Herod, 
who was king of Judea\at the time that 
Jesus was born, died in 4 B.C., not long 
after his infamous decree that the male 
children in Bethlehem two years and 
younger be put to death. 

This would seem to put the birth 
of Jesus in the summer or early fall of 
the year 6 B.C. or thereabouts. 

_ No matter when Jesus was born, or 
what day, or whether the angels sang or 
simply announced their message in the 
night sky above Bethlehem, it doesn't 
change the simple truth surrounding . 
the birth of Jesus or the essential tenet 
of faith that it establishes for all Chris- 
tians: Jesus, the Son of God, came into, 
the world as had been promised. 

As the angel of the Lord so elo- 
quently told the shepherds: “I bring 
you good news of great joy that will be 
for all the people. Today in the town of 
David a Savior has been born to you; 
he is Christ the Lord”

“A residential WTG is - 
typically about 3-10 kilo- 
watts,” said county planning 
director Larry Sullivan. This 
size can be used to pump 
water. The residential WTGs 
do not exceed 126 feet from
